few hours earlier. 
We saw piles of sand on the 
road and four-foot high drifts of 
seaweed, both five miles from 
the beach front. Roads had been 
chewed to pieces by pounding 
seas. 
The CAP contingent was the 
first to reach the smail seashore 
resort community with equipment 


that would help workers to repair 
their city. 
CAP personnel brought two pow­ 
er generators with them. Later, 
one generator was left on the 
mainland at Ocean View, N.J., 
slated for a trip to Sea , Isle City 
by a four-wheel drive truck, the 
only type of vehicle that could 
travel the road. 
Yesterday afternoon, the CAP 


unit had sent by helicopter, two 
doctors, medical supplies and mo­ 
bile radios to Avalon and Sea Isle 
City.

The storm-ravaged New Jersey 
coast was threatened with new 
flooding tonight from tides expect­ 
ed to run one to two feet above 
normal. 
Flooding was expected at high 
tide at 10:30 p.m., the weather­ 
men! at Newark Airport said 
Snow was forecast for later to­ 
day and continuing tonight but 
becoming mixed with rain later 
tonight in the norther areas and 
(See other storm stories, 
picture*. Paten $. »> 
probably changing to rain in the 
southern areas. Slow clearing was 
forecast for Saturday. 
Armed guards patroled the dev 
estated Jersey shore communities 
to prevent tooting in the rubble 
left by a howling northeast gale 
that caused $50 million damage. 


Federal and state o f f i c i a l s 
moved quickly to supply funds for 
dealing the 120mile seashore 
area before the onset of the sum­ 
mer season, only ll weeks away. 
The Small Business Administra­ 
tion (SBA) declared the Jersey 
shore a disaster area, making 
available 20-year loans at 3 per 
cent interest to repair and re­ 
build storm-damaged homes, bus- 
inesses, churches and charitable 
institutions. 
President Kennedy, who was 
asked by Gov. Richard J. Hughes 
to declare the state a disaster 
area, thus making it available for 
larger amounts for major reclam­ 
ation projects, promised “the full, 
est possible support” to the be­ 
leaguered state. 
The storm took 13 lives and 
four others were missing and pre­ 
sumed dead. 
To Meet Leaden 


Hughes was to meet with legis­ 
lative leaders Tuesday alo deter­ 
mine whether a special session of 
the legislature should be called 
to appropriate relief funds. 
Along the shore, 
authorities 
turned to the massive job of 
cleaning up. 
State police set up a check­ 
point at Hilliard Blvd. and IU. 
72 allowing only emergency ve­ 
hicles and other authorized per­ 
sons to enter or leave Long Beach 
Island, which took the brunt of 
the storm. 
The sea has cut the island into 
four separate sections, cutting off 
Barnegat light at the northern 
tip, and tri-secting Harvey Cedars 
to the immediate south.

Couple Gets Croydon Refuge 
After Helicopter Rescue

A former Croydon resident and 
her husband, a Strathmere, N J. 
fishing boat captain, today dis­ 
closed how the Coast Guard gave 
them shelter for two day* when 
the storm struck their commu­ 
nity near Ocean City. 
Although more than 80 persons 
were crammed into the coast

light* or toilet facilities, the cou­ 
ple, Capt. and Mrs. Charles Shaf­ 
fer said they were lucky to be 
alive. 
“Some people didn’t even have 
the kind of shelter we had,” Capt. 
Shaffer said. 
Sitting on an Army cot at the 
home of Croydon relatives, Capt. 
Charles Shafer and his wife told 
of how the 
couple, 
their two 
young children, Charles Jr. 9, 
and Charlene ll. and their dog 
were evacuated from their home 
when flood waters rose to one 
the first floor of their 
Parto’s Case Deferred 


home was 60 to 70 per cent be­ 
yond repair with muddy waters 
swirling through the house and 
undermining the foundation. 


Were Fortunate 
Shaffer said despite t h e i r 
plight, they were more fortunate 
than many other families whose 
homes were swept away by the 
angry tides. 
Shaffer said that in a nearby 
community of some 300 homes, 
only six remained standing. The 
others were either swept away 
or blown down by the violent 
winds. 
Will Never Forget 


He said, “we ll never forget the 
wonderful help the Coast Guard 
gave to all of us and the way 
they handled such a difficult situ­ 
ation.” 


The Shaffers, who are staying 
temporarily at the home of Mrs. 
Shaffer's brother and his wife,

A visitor to Avalon would find 
a peaceful quiet that belied the 
tragedy that forced the entire 
community from its homes to 
mainland schools, churches and 
armories.

were forbidden to enter. 
During the storm, three homes 
burned down to the water, more 
than 14 inches high, that filled 
the streets as firemen stood by 
helplessly.

Watch Home Burn 
One of the fires resulted from 
the homeowner’s failure to reach 
the switch that would have cut off 
electric power. The high water 
short-circuited the electricity. The 
residents watched it burn as fire­ 
men watched, helpless, outside 
Finally, they leaped from their 
porch and fled to a neighbor* 
house. 
The water completely flooded 
the Avalon Municipal Building, 
housing the 
police department, 
fire department and equipment. 
In the fire house were two fire 
trucks, each about two years old.
